Tho Third Annual Messago of Jefferson Davis to 
the Confederate Congress, and Abraham Lincoln's 
Inst Messngo to the United States Congress, provoke

I, Albort D. Boilean, citizen’ of Philadelphia, 
editor and publisher of ‘The Philadelphia Evening 
Journal, now confined in Fort MoHonry, for the 
publication of eneditorial article, under the title 
of ‘Davis's Message,’ in that newspaper, 
Jan. 20, 1863, and for the pnblication of 
otber articles’ of fike dangerous character, 
tending to the support and enconrayement 
of the rebellion against the Government of tho 
United States, do hereby freoly and voluntarily ox- 
presss my regret for the publication of that article, 
or of any othor article of like tendency or charac- 
ter, and distinctly disavow such erticlo or 
articles being published with my — proper 
aathority or knowledge, and deciara that 
anch publication baa beon made by other 
persons, agent or employees without my content and 
Intentian; aod I do horeby further give to Mnjor- 
Gen. Robert C. Schenck, commanding the Middle 
Department and 8th Army Corps, by whoso order in 
behalf of the Government I have béon arrested, my 
sacred parole of honor, that upon being discharged 
from my present imprisonment, and tho suspension 
of the publication of my nowepaper being renoved, 
I will not write, print or publish, or por- 
mit others in my namo to write, print 
or publish, any articles having such dangerous char 
acter, or tending to the support or cncouragoment of 
tho Hebellion, but will demonn myself in all things 
fas a true and loyal citizen of the United States, in- 
tending only to aupport the Government, ‘the 
Constitution, and the Union, asa faithful citi-

Bince my last, various incidents of importance havo 
transpired in our midst, the most important of which 
is the appearance in our harbor of the Confederate 
armed steamer Florida (formerly the Oreto). I gave 
you, some time since, the report, brought here by the 
Confederate schooner Relief from Mobile, that this 
‘youcel had left on the 12th ult. I gave thisas I got 
it—asoroport, It seemed probable to mo from iu- 
formation I had received, as I know sho was only 
waiting a favorable opportunity to break the bloolt- 
ade. 

On Friday ovening, 16th inst., baying white- 
Washed her, ebe, dropped, down to’ the forlis, apra- 
rently without the knowledge of our flect. Thera 
was quite a galo blowing at the time. About 
midnight abo etarled to pass our yessele under full 
sail and ateam, and passed between two of them, 
which wore unable to oven fire a shot at her, es they 
were lying 60 near each other that they would have 
disabled cach other. Ono pf the eteamora (the 
‘Ariel [1], Capt. Brown told mo), gave chase and 
kept it up for cighteen hours, bat superior speed or 
night favored the Florida, and sho commenced hor 
piratical cruiso. 

Her first victim, and only one up to date, was the 
brig Estelle, about 250 tons, belonging ‘in New- 
York, and on her first voyage. She was bound from 
Santa Craz (Cuba) for Boston. Her cargo, which 
was Spanish property, cousisted of 152 hhde, sugar, 
55 do. molasses, 133 'tierces molngsea, 13 tiorcoa 
houey, and 20 tuns of granadillo wood, all bolovg- 
ing to Messrs. Rodriguez & Co. of Santa'Cruz. She 
was captored on Bfonday, tho 19th, in Int, 25° 34’ 
Jon. 85° 5%, Her Captaia (John Brown) was tol 
that his private proparty would not bo taken from 
him, but his chronometer and all his charts were 
kept. Ho eaye that tho officers of the Florida troated 
him very kindly while he was on board. On Tacs- 
day oveding tho Florida came into our port with the 
“Stara and Bara!’ flying, having stayed by the Es- 
tello, to which. sbe ect fire, till the brig was nearly 
consumed, On tho morning of tho 2let, the Captain

Col, Spear the outer pickets of the Rebels were 
come up with}by an advance guard of the Pennsyl- 
vania Cavalry, led by Liout. Roper. At this time 
the moon bad gone down, and it was impossible to 

elinguish the exact position ofthe foe. The pick- 
ets fled at the approach of our cavalry, avd Lieut 
Toper wes ordered to proceed cautiously and “feel! 
the atrength of the post. ; 

After proceeding a short distance ho descried a 
party of mon drayn eoross the road es if to dispute 
his passage, He immediately dashed forward nud 
ed, ‘who rre you." A volley was the reaponse 
snd Liont, Roper retired to make report, Follett’s 
battery was then wheeled into position, and at 20 
ininutes to 4 o'clock the action commenced in earuest 
Then ensued au oxhibition of artillery practicosuch ne 
has-been rarely soon in this war. Forthros hours aud 
cloyen minutes this artillery duel continued, aud the 
servico of the guns on both sides is said to have becn 
unexcellable, During this time the enemy was 
slowly giving way before tho superiority of our eun~ 
nopading. Their pieces yore oll silenced by 7 
o'clock, and they had been driven two milesfrom the 
" degorted house.” 

Pryor had the advantage of position, and the di- 
réttion of his artillery ywas equal to onra, but his in- 
fwntry and cavalry proved no match foroure, As 
the enemy's buttery seemed to became weaker aud 
weaker, Col, Spear advised that tue timo bad ar- 
rived for a charge, and Gen. Corcoran gaye the or- 
dor to adyauce upon the position. It must be con- 
fused that the ordoal was s fearful one for untried 
troops. The only way to advance was through a 
sort of gorge, with heavy timber and swamp lund 
on cach eido of the road. It was indeed entering 
the “valley of tho shadow of death,” for the eue- 
my’s cannon swept the narrow defile as with the 
besom of destruction. 

Bat thut was the road to victory; there was no 
other, aud along that terriblo pathway our eoldiers 
Were required to pace, The moment was one of poril. 
To delay was to loss the chance of triumph; and, 
although death and danger marked the honr, it was 
the time to show the bravery of heart and the 
streny,th of arm of our noble Union eoldicre. Shame 
to reoord it, the 167th Regiment Pennsylvania 
Militia—virafted mon—was not equal to the emer- 
genoy. L).ke the voriest cravens that over coreed a 
noble eanse, Rearly every man of this regiment 
akulked, and all were as deaf to tho calls of their 
commanding goneral as they were insensible to tho 
demands of patriotism and the ordinary dictates of 
manhood. 

Tho delay occasioned by the eupincnoss of the 
Pennsylvania regiment lost us the golden oppor- 
tunity to capture a largo portion of the evomy’s 
cannon and many prisoners, Timo was afforded tho 
enemy to resume his retrogade movement and take 
up & nsw position, Skirmisbing continued for some 
eoven milos along the road, and at ubont 5 o'clock 
tho rear guard of the rapidly skedaddling Rebels 
was overtaken, and another sherp engagement 
between the infantry took place about two miles 
from Caraville. Night coming on, it waa not 
deenied expedient to. moke furtber pursuit, and the 
enemy was allowed temake his way to the Black- 
water without interruption. 

‘Tho battle was exceedingly well contested. The 
number of troops on each side was equal, the enemy 
having the advantage of obdice of position. In open 
fiold fighting it was fully. demonstrated that Te 
Rebels are lacking in tho stamina possessed by the 
Northern troops. They favght desperately, it is ad- 
mitted, but with a bravery no doubt more stimulnted 
by the stomach than the head—they wore fighting 
for provender, not from principle. 

The coolnees and judgment displayed by Gen. 
Corcoran ie bighly praized, end the encominms be- 
stowed upon him are slired in by Col. Spear, Both 
of'theto officers diaployed in a brilliant manner all 
the charucteristies of tho finished soldier and tho 
accomplished gentleman, Our victory bas been 
dearly bought considering tho result attained, bat 
still it ia triumph to be proud of, 

‘The enemy has been driven back to his Inir by an 
equal force, and if our loss is great in view of the 
numbers engaged, the Rebels have undoubtedly lost 
six to our ove, 88 evidenced by their hospital ar- 
rangement along the route of their retreat, An 
iden of the determined reeistance of the enemy and 
the pereeverance of our troops may bo gained in tho 
fast that the fight and pursuit covored a period of over 
thirteen hours, Qur troops all came into camp this 


morning, and {lio wounded are being well cared for.

THE GALVESTON DISASTER. 


OM“icin! Report of tho Conrt of Inquiry.

‘The theory of the blockuders is suid to be, that 
finding herself among our fleet, with no chance of 
encapo, she was purposely fired. 
An oxciting naval conflict is bolieved to bs im 
peoding in Ogeechce River, botween tho Montauk 
ond the Rebel ram Fingul, said to bo guarding the 
steamer Naehyille, An effort will bo mado by Capt. 
Gordon, under the ordera of Admiral Dupont, to 
attack and destroy the Fingal and capture the Nueb. 
villo. ‘The Montauk was alill close to Fort Pulusla 
this morning, but is expected to bo ready to go to 
work in the morning.

St. Caanues Hott, Nuw-Onneans, Jon, 24, 1069. 


‘This letter will reach you cimultaneously with ono 
written by mo two days ago, at Baton Rouge—no 
Northorn mail haviog left this port since the dispatch 
of tho latter, To-morrow morning the Columbia 
departs for Now-York, via Havana. By it I propose 
to post you fully as to what remains to bo told about 
thinga Up tho river; and slco to record euch stray 
items pertinent to this locality os may ecem worthy 
of mention. Noarly a fortuight’s rather barron 60- 
jonrn at Louisiana's capital baa rendered mo not un- 
williog to diveraify both the scene of my labors and 
tha eubject, 

I thought, however, that Iwas ‘infor a good 
tbing,”” reportorially, on tho evoning of the 22d, 
when I yas privately informed that Gen. Bauks 
meditated a voyage up the river as-far 08 Port Hud- 
son, on board the Richmond. That would have 
been eomething, A eight of the: Rebel stronghold 
which bars our progress northward, the name of 
which frovery day asnaming importauce only socond 
to, if not etquat to, that of Vicksburg; the prospect 
of guerrillas, submanne torpedocs, and artillery 
practice from tho snmmit of the bigh blasfs on whic 
the enemy-bids us defiance—these were experiences 
not to be misedon any account. Consequently, I 
traversed, bestily avd nocturnally, tho. deserved 
streets of Baton Ronge, deecended the mnddy de- 
clivity of the loves, and got rowed to the Now- 
Bravewick, there (be informed by Gon. Banke, 
With bis usual courtesy, thet tho proposed expe- 
dition wonld not come off: It bad been spoken of, 
and he invited, be added, but for the presont the 
project waa indefinitely postponed, if not abandoned. 

1 returned to wy quarters, my disappointment 
lightly relieved by the knowledge that I should n't 
have to rise before daylight in order to go on board 
the Richaond. 

Tu the abéonce of personal observation of the Io- 
cality in question, the resules,of a good deal of in- 
quiry,of those who sbould be familiar with it, may 
provéof interest, 1 tender them decordivgly. 

‘A glsnco ut tbe map of Lonisiana will ehow you 
Port Hudson, on the loft bank of the Miesissippi, 20 
miles above Baton Rouge and 155 from New-Or 
leaps. Ninety miles further is Fort Adams, 10 be- 
yond that, Ellie's Chilis; 30, Natcbez. Vickeburg 
jies 125 miles above tho lnttor’ city, being jnst 400 
from that from which I addreea you. All of these 
localitica, including 245 miles of the river, are in un- 
disturbed possesion of the Rebels. 

Port Hudson stands on an almost perpondicnlar 
cliff, fall 200 feet in hight, the river below making 
ono of thoso eudden serpentine carves which render 
the Missiesippi the most tortuous stream in the 
world, and abruptly narrowing its dimensions to 
three-quartera of a wile from twice that width, 
above and below. Thus contorted and contracted, 
the corrent rushes eoatbward ot its swiftert, 
irresistibly impelling anytbing afloat toward the 
bluff, directly in range of the Rebel batteries. Upon 
this fact the enemy reliea for the destruction or dis- 
cousiture of our ganboste, ehould they attack from 
below; while in tho event of a simaltancous bom: 
vard@ent from either side, our yeacels would ran 
considerable risk of shelling each other, 

Inland, too, the position is eminently favorable to 
the Rebels, becaueo diffionlt of access to our troops. 
Unlike Vicksburg,the approaches to which are ne good 
e8 ould be deaired for an invading army, consisting 
for the most part of bard, well-made’ roads, the 
country at the back of Port Hudson is generally 
swawDvy, interaected. with cotton-wwoods, ravines, 
and other topographical obstacles, ‘Ihe only rouds 
are of the poorest description; the railroad beiug a 
one-horee, Or one-male line, ordivarily used for tho 
conveying of cottou fror tho interior, ior transporta- 
tion dowa the river. ‘The pluntations in this viciu- 
ity ara almost exclusively devoted to this staple, 
thie comparative coldness of climate not admitting of 
tho profituble cultivation of eugur. 

Port Hadcon is, unquestionably beavily fortified, 
many siege guns of formidable caliber having been 
couyeyed from Vicksburg for that purpose, ‘The 
number of its defenders is now confidently estimated 
at 20,000 mon, principally nevwly-arrived troops from 
Western Texas, a locality at preeent eutiroly olearad 
of them, ‘Théy are Lowever, but indilferently 
armed with old muskets, fowling pieces, duok-gaue, 
bowie-knives, otc, ‘Tbeir officers have bat very 
recently brignded, nnd are workiog very bard in 
deiling and prepatioy. 

Itis known that both Van Dorn snd Loyoll ore 
in commund at Port Hudesow Thoy are reported 
neither to be in friendly relationa with cach ¢ 
or to be popalar emong their men, Still, the major 
ity of theee—rough, hardy, ignorant fellowe, fatnil- 
ior with two wild life on thé ‘Tox frontier, and 
fully perouaded that in every battle between United 
States troops and Rebela the Intter have achieved 
glorious victory—will fight, and thut desperately. 

Provious to the battle of Murfreesboro the ever 
sont neurly ali of his best regiments from Vioké 
thither, retaining only one or two, with come 2,000 
vonsoripte.
